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DETAILED ACTION 
AUowahle Subject Matter 
Claims 2 and 25-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Prior art fails to teach or render obvious singularly or with combinations of elements as 
set forth in the claims a semiconductor device, including in particular a resin film disposed on 
the semiconductor chip and directly contacting the solder bumps wherein a eutectic solder layer 
disposed on the impurity-cleaned upper surface of the solder layer, the resin film being disposed 
in the spaces between solder while bumps such that upper surfaces of said solder bumps 
protrude from said resin layer, a mounting board comprising a plurality of lands with a pre- 
coated solder layer on the mounting board and aligned opposite the solder bumps to form a 
stacked structure and a gap formed between the resin layer and the mounting board of the 
stacked structure.
